The storm seems to have broke 
south of Sundre, and in a path from 
three to five miles wide, consider. 
able damage was done to as far

It is estimated that forty percent 
of the crops in this district were 
damayed from 10 to 100 percent, 


In the miin path of the storm 
there was a very heavy wind that 
accompanied hail stones as big as 
egys, with litthe or no rain, On the 
edges of the storm there was a con- 
siderable downpour. 


While not in the main path of the 
storm, several windows in town 
were broken and considerable dam- 
age done to gardens. 


Wheat Quota is 
3 Bus. Per Acre 


Trade Minister Mackinnon ane 
nounced last Friday that the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board has cet initial 
wheat quotas for the 143.44 crop 
year at three bushels per authorized 
acre, against the initial tive-bushel 
quota established for 1042-43. 


He said these quotas would apply 
at stations where there was suflicient 
space to complete delivery of the 
final 1942-43 quota of 15 bushels. 

Mr. MacKinnon said tbe initial 
quotas were lower than last year 
because of the “present congestion’’ 
in country elevators, and noted that 
the government was making ar- 
rangements to help elevator compue 
nies to undertake advances to farm- 
era against farm-stored wheat deli- 
veries uader the 1945-44 quotas.

Three doses given into the muscles 
of the arm at three-week intervals, 
constitutes a full innoculation. Im. 
munity may be conferred ae early as 
two montha after vaccination. The 
period of immunity has been work- 
ed out to be from three to four and 
one half years, in some cases it may 
last longer.
